After n committee, duly appointed for the purpose had made a 


close investigation of road material and reported unanimously in

sufficient sum of $H,000 to building "permanent" 
roads, which 


amount being doubled by the state, will give it a 
total of only 


. $'^8,000 for the year. 


St. C'nir could afford well, and without burden upon herself to 


spend twenty times ns much annually for ten years, provided she 
hud the wisdom to lay her highways in vitriliccl brick.

Tho death of James Creelman in Ucrjin the other day at tho 


age of 55 is worthy of more than passing notice for Creelman was 
one of the last really great newspaper 
war 
correspondents .who 


made name and fame for himself by the actual merit of tho 
work 


which he did.. Ho was a man ot thorough education, high intcl- 
lectuiil ability and gifted with a winning personality that secured 
him entree to and the confidence; of, the most exclusive personages. 
Once having made nn neriunintniico Crcelmnn hail the rare faculty 


f converting that acquaintance into lasting friendship. Then too, 
rcelman came onto the stage at n timo when everything was ripe 
ir the exploitation of his peculiar talents. His mm rose when it 
as the rage in newspaper circles to thrust the writer forward as 
moll as the subject ho handled. 
At the name, time tho many ro- 


:rietions now thrown about tho operations oft war were but 
in 


icir infancy. Ho saw tho opportunity and he rose to meet it with 
nen dash and energy that for a quarter of a century ho stood out 
s one ot the best known and most widely read newspaper corres- 
ondcnts in the world. 


In addition to his newspaper work Mr. Creelman found time to 


rite several hooks of travel, all of an interesting character, and 
'hich had a wide circulation. Had he lived through the present 
iiiropcan war ho undoubtedly would have furnished somo inter- 
stitij iusido review's upon tin; war, using information thnt he, of 
11 men he was best.able to obtain through his 
acquaintanceship 


vith high personages.

octiug win- correspondents in the present war ns against previous 
vnrs, that few people knew Cveelnuin was in Europe ns a corres- 
pondent, until l.hi'.v read tho brief dispatch 
announcing his death,

THE COMING OF THE JITNEY BUS, 


'The latest thing in the cities is the "Jitnoy Bus" and the idea 


has developed to such nn extent that it is receiving the serious 
consideration of tho street railway interests. The idea is for per- 
sons owning cars to use them for transportation 
purposes 
along 


certain routes, charging' flvo cents for passage. In somo cities t! 
bus owners linvo organized, each tug having a certain route which 
in respected by the others; The routes are covered with regularity 
and passengers taken up nt or transported to their 
own 
doors. 


Small fivo passenger cars of! tho medium priced makes, aro chictly ' 
used, the .initial and upkeep'cost being comparatively small. 


Thnt tho "jitney bus" pays in most instances is shown by 


figures available. Thus in Kansas City the operator of a small, five- 
passcngc'r bus, gave his experience for six days. His receipts to- 
taled $50.811, while his expenses were $10.73, leaving n gross profit 
of $40.12, or $7168 per day. 
This does not take into account tho 


expense or general depreciation. 


At present Columbus is having the "jitney bus" 
experiment 


and if it should be a success there, it will undoubtedly spread to the 


mailer cities in Ohio and Portsmouth, wi,th her small army of 
axicaba will also awing into line.
